BEEF. 

The recent arrival of two beef buyers from 
the south, one in the interest of the railway 
company and the other in that of the leading 
meat firm of Calgary, looking for fat cattle, 
marks an important point in the agricultural 
development of the Edmonton distnct. It 
ia not so very many years since the beef 
cattle required for consumption in this 
region were driven from Kamloops, B. CO. 
across the mountains by way of the Jasper 
pass, or fromSun river, Montana, or ata 
later date from Winnipeg and quite recently 
from Calgary. Cattle have increased in the 
Edmonton district to such an extent that for 
the past two or three years none haye been 
imported. There are now enough cattle 
here toadmit of the export of a considerable 
surplus and they are in good marketable 
condition for butchering purposes. The 
only question between buyers and sellers is 
that of price, and the difference in views if 
any is not great. That there would ever be 
ademand for Edmonton cattle in the ranch 
country of Southern Alberta and British 
Columbia was never thought of five or ten 
years ayu. In those days the attempt to 
raise cattle where they required to be winter- 
ed in competition with a region in which 
they rustled all winter was looked upon as 
ridiculous and no doubt delaved the develop- 
ment of the cattle industry in the north for 
a long time, Experience has proven how- 
ever that what is easiest is not always most 
profitable, and in recent years people in the 
north have been going more and more into 
cattle with increased faith and profit each 
year. The only possible drawback to the 
unhmited development of the industry was 
the possible lack of an outside market. This 
possibility is now seen not to exist. The 
domestic system under which the cattle are 
raised in this district admits of the produc 
tion of superior animals, much more easily 
handled, drivea, or broken to use, than the 
wild range vattle of the south and therefore 
worth proportionately more per head; but 
the chief point of advantaze is that the Ed- 
monton stock raiser can just as easily as not 
have all his beef cattle in condition to fill the 
yearly demand for fat spring beef; which 
cannot be filled from the ranges, unless in 
exceptional cases or under exceptional cir- 
cumstances. No matter how many thous- 
sands or millions of cattle may run on the 
southern and British Columbian ranges, the 
local supply of beef for two, three or four 
months late in winter and early in spring 
must come from some place where cattle 
have the full benefit of a healthy haystack 
during the storms and cold of January and 
Febroary, In the Edmonton district tay is 
more abundant than in any other section of 
the Northwest, this district is the nearest 
hay region to the range country, and there- 
fore it willhave the double advantage in 
supplying the southern and western spring 
beef market as soon as its surplus of cattle is 
sullicientiy large to ensure the neci essary 
quantity being secured here. Instead of the 
market being likely to be overstocked, the 
greater the stock the more certain the 
market, for the more dependence will be 
placed upon it by a wider and wider circle of 
customers, The cattle raising inaustry ie

RAILWAY TERMINUS. 


Mr. Eprfor: In your issue of 18th inet, we | 
notice youdo not seem satisfied with an 
article from this place, to the Calgary Herald, 
signed “Settler” and in yout usual helliver- 
ent style, attack it. As the article in ques- 
tion contained facts, (you are not an unpre~_ 
pee critic) and not fiction, as you would 

ave your readers believe—-we merely notice 
that the general tenor of your comments, 
show itto be a most heinous offence, to 
think of any one daring to say anything with 
regard to the spacing of the terminus of the 
Calgary & Edmonton railway at the proper 
place for it to be, namely, in the centre of the 
district, and where it will most benefit the 
settlers now in the country, and those who 
are to come, No—asa broad view has to be 
taken by you, on behalf of the property 
holders of your village—y ou advocate the 
preposterous idea, that icis quite unneces- 
sary to develop the vacant land away from 
your own villawe, and therefore make ev ery- 
thing subservient to the interests of the 
village, and sacrifice the interests of the 
whole of the farming community. 

If it is of any interest to you, and to repeat 
some of your own words, we will not spare 
any pains “to keep the matter before the 
country, and the governinent, in its proper 
light” namely, that Fort Saskatchewan 

Is the ventre of the Whole district. 

Is the natural railway centre of the whole 
district. 

Is the route to the Peace River country, 
via either Athsbasca Landing, or the ruins 
of Fort Assiniboine. 

Is the most direct route and best. crossing 
for any vailWay from the east. 

Has the most of the good vacant land 
suitable for agricultural, or ranching pur- 
poses, about it. 

And finally that if the yovernment, and 
the Calgary & Edimonton railway company 
want the whole of this Northern Uountry 
done justice to, and to settle up quickly, 
the terminus should be at 

‘* FoRT SASKATCHEWAN,” 
Fort Saskatchewan, 
April 22nd, 1891. 


The above communication attacks the 
BULLETIN for defending the interests of the 
town and district in which it is published by 
telling the truth about it when its interests 
are maliciously assailed. That charge the 
BULLETIN pleads guilty to; and is prepared to 
stand the consequences of the offence, The 
assumption by the writer of the letter that 
because the BULLETIN advocates the interests 
of Edmonton it therefore injures other parts 
of the district is simply cool asstirance. 
This paper has not gone out of its way to 
point out the disadvantages that lie in the 
way Of this thator the other point in the 
district hecoming the railway terminus and 
the future capital. [t is not its business to 
decry any part of the district in whose in- 
terests itis published and by which it is 
supported. But when the established centre 
of business for the district—the point at 
which thereis incomparably the yvreatest 
investment of capital and concentration of 
commercial and industrial enterprise—is un 
justly attacked and wrossly maligned with a 
view of depreciating the value of the invest- 
ments made there and diverting business 
from it, the interests not only of that place 
bat of the whoie district demand that the 
truth shail be told, and that if for the de- 
monstration of the trath comparisons need 
to he drawn, they must be drawn, uo matter 
how odious they may be, to people who de- 
sire to advance their tndividual interests to 
the loss of their neighbors and the larger 
part of the community, As to the state- 
ments mide by ‘Port Saskatchewan,” a re- 
ference tothe miap will show any Oue that 
that point is uot the contre of the district of 
Edmonton whether the land, registration or 
electoral district, —all having different bound- 
aries—be considcred, What coustitutes it 
the natural railway centre of the whole dis 
trict “Fort Saskatchewan” is at liberty to 
explain. It is not now and never Was on 
the line of travel to Peace river, either by 
way of Athabases Landing or Fort Assini- 
boine, Utisforty miles trom the only line of 
railway from east to west that ever was sur 
veyed bere, tweive wiles further than Ed- 
monton, That it has mere good \acant land 
around it than Edmonton must be ad:iitted, 
but that it has more than any other pointon
